acceptable amount of: 

an extraction reagent comprising Group C streptococcal 
phage associated lysin enzyme to the oral mucosa of a mammal in 
need of treatment; 

permitting the extraction reagent to remain in contact 
with the oral mucosa for a period of time necessary for the lysin 
enzyme to saturate the oral mucosa; and 

applying additional dosages of such the lysin enzyme in 
like fashion until treatment is complete. 

The claim is specifically directed towards to the use of Group 
C streptococcal phage associated lysin enzyme to saturate the 
oral mucosa. No other materially different product would be as 
effective as this lysin for this method in both treating the oral 
mucosa and in acting as an agent against strep. 

However, if the U.S. Patent and Trademark Office does not 
agree with our position we elect prosecution of Claims 1-5 and 23- 
25 drawn to a pharmaceutical composition, classified in class 424, 
subclasss 45,
